Mrs. Agnes Bain Raver, 29.years old, 
the wife.of Harry,R. Raver, who is the 
President of the~All Star Feature Com- 
pany. of 220 West Forty-second Street, 
in ‘which Augustus Thomas, the play- 
wright, is said to bea large stockholder, 
shot herself last night in her apartment 
onthe ground floor of the Placid Hall 
Apartments, at 786 Riverside Drive, 
near 15ist Street. Mrs. Raver admitted 
to the- police that she had. attempted 
suicide, but she refused to give any 
reason for trying to take her life. 

She was taken to the. Washington 
Heights Hospital and operated upon by 
Dr. Edward Wallace Lee of 740 -River- 
side Drive, one: of the surgeons who 
‘participated in the operation upon Presi- 
dent McKinley after he had been, shot. 

‘Mrs; Raver was in her apartment last 
evening’ with her 7%-year-old’ adopted 
daughter Julia, anda Japanese ser- 
vant known only as “John.” She in- 
structed ‘the servant to. give the child 
her dinner and then. set the table for 
Mr. Raver and herself. While John 
was attending the girl, Mrs. Raver went 
into her bedroom. A minute later the 
Japanese. boy heard the ‘report of a 
revolver and ran into,-Mrs. Raver’s 
room and found her lying on the bed, 
with a revolver on the floor near. her. 

The servant ran to Dr. Lee’s home, 
notified him, and then found Patrolman 
Bent of the West 152d Street Station at 
15ist Street and Broadway. Both Dr. 
Lee and the policeman questioned Mrs. 
Raver; who was conscious, but she would 
only say: 

**I did it, but I won’t tell why.’’ 

An ambulance was summoned, and 
Mrs. Raver was taken to the Washing- 
ton Heights Hospital, where it was found 
that the bullet: had entered the left side 
of the chest and had lodged just. below 
the heart. Dr. Lee said.the operation 
of removing the bullet. was a delicate 
‘one and<that, although Mrs, Raver had

The Sen- 
ate will be called to order by Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall, andit is “expected. that 
Speaker Clark, who has been ill, will be 
able to preside over the deliberations of 
the House. While the opinion had pre- 
vailed that the session would be devoted 
largely to perfunctory matters, it, was 
apparent tonight that the feeling was 
growing that ‘consideration would be 
given to. several matters of great im- 
portance to the country. 

Although there will be no political 
campaign affecting national affairs for 
nearly two years, the Republicans seem 
to be ina state of mind to take the Wil- 
son Administration to task for what it 
has done and-for what it has not done. 

Wilson 
and Secretary Bryan will come in for 
criticism on account: of their Mexican 
policy, with particular reference to the 
seizure of -Vera Cruz with the object of 
obtaining reparation for an indignity to 
the United. States flag and the evacua- 
tion of that port without the accomplish- 
ment of that purpose. 

The prohibition question is also to be 
forced to the front.. The Committee on 
Rules; of which Representative’ Henry 
of Texas is Chairman, has set Dec. 12 
as a day for hearing arguments pro and 
con.in regard to the advisability of re- 
porting to the House for action Repre- 
sentative Hobson’s proposed amendment 
to the Federal Constitution establishing 
a nationwide embargo on the manufact- 
ure and sale of intoxicating liquors.

GREY PLEDGED BRITAIN 
NOT TO INVADE BELGIUM 


British Foreign Office Issues a 
Record of a 1913 Diplomatic 
Conversation. 


LONDON,. Dec. 6.—With reference to 
the statements implying that Great Brit- 
ain had ever contemplated the violation 
of Belgian neutrality the British Foreign 
Office issued tonight a record of a con- 
versation which Sir Bdward Grey, Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, had with the 
Belgian Minister on April 7, 1913. 

In reporting the conversation to the 
British Minister at Brussels, Sir Edward 
Grey said it had been brought to his 
knowledge that there was apprehension 
in Belgium that, England would be the 
first to violate Belgian neutrality.

Flerce Hand-to-Hand Struggle Ends 
-{n Giving Allles Command 
of the Canal.

NDON, Monday, Dec. 7—A Daily 
Mail correspondent in the. north of 
France sends an account of the capture 
of. the .ferryman’s house on the. Yser 
Canal, near Mercken, to which such im- 
portance was attached in the dba of- 
ficial communiqué. 

The house stood on: the eastern ‘bank 
of the river, a relic of the days before 
the building of the sturdy little bridge 
that now spans the waters at this point. 
This bridge ‘for a week or more had 
been a sort or No Man's Land. It was 
commanded by the guns of the Allies 
and also by the machine guns af the 
Germans, who’ had occupied the ferry- 
man’s house and turned it into a min- 
fature fort. Machine guns were mounted 
both upstairs and downstairs. Neither 
side destroyed the bridge because each 
had hopes of using it to advance, 

The French Colonel in charge of the 
troops nearby decided that the Germans 
in the ferryman’s house were a nuisance 
and resolved te remove them. A re- 
quest for volunteers was made at mid- 
night on Thursday. Four hundred men 
were chosen, of whom 100 were of the 
African troops, The German. machine 
guns opened fire as the Frenchmen 
were on the end of the bridge. They 
went through the hail-of shot with a 
rush, and though scores fell in the first 
minute ‘or two, as many more crossed 
the bridge, and two. minutes’ run 
brought them to the house.. Others 
streamed on behind, and the machine 
guns’ fire had to be divided between the 
men on the bridge and the men on the 
bank. 

The house. was attacked. The Ger- 
mans fought first from the covering 
walls outside, but were. shot. down, 
bayonetted, or siashed with knives. The 
fighting was ferocious. Then the Ger- 
mans got indoors and in the outbuild- 
ings, all of which had been loopholed 
ready to withstand attack. The door 
was. smashed in- with an axe. From 
that point onward the French troops 
made their way. with the bayonet. On 
the ground floor and upstairs the fight 


‘waged hand :to hand. 


All the time the defense was beaten 
down. The Germans who got in the 
topmost room alone escaped the blades 
of the French, and when all resistance 
but theirs had been overcome they sur- 
rendered. 

“Tt was a brilliant feat ‘of arms,” 
says the correspondent, *‘ quite after the 
Old World style; and the Lieutenant who 
had charge of it—quite a young’ man, 
too—was most warmly commended. The 
French losses were fairly heavy, but 
darkness lessened considérably the effi- 
cacy of the German machine guns’ fire,

the sides of three deep doorways, have 
been broken. -The corner pillars of the 
front of the church are still more com- 
pletely defaced, probably by the burning 
of the scaffolding which covered this 
part of the front before the first and 
most serious bombardment. The row 
of about twenty gigantic statues of 
Kings of France, which runs across the 
facade, seems to be intact, as are the 
heads of the towers. 

“What the burning scaffolding did 
for the facade the blazing rafters did 
for the interior. In all, about forty 
shells aré believed to have struck the 
cathedral. The priest who conducted 
us protested that the evil was not be- 
yond repair. Rheims Cathedral is not, 
indeed, destroyed, but the work of 
restoration, where it.is possible, will. be 
difficult. The ancient lass. can, peyer 
be replaced, and in many lines and de- 
tails of decoration the old loveliness can 
never be won back. 

“We came out of the cathedral, 
glanced at the blackened walls and 
débris of the old Archiepiscopal Palace, 
verified the odd fact that the statue of 
Joan of Are on horseback in front of 
the cathedral had sustained no damage, 
and then looked around for evidence of 
some provocation for the bombardment, 
which was still proceeding. 


No French Troops in Rheims. 


“We searched but could find no sort 
of justification. Rheims completely an- 
swers the military description of an 
open town. It is neither fortified nor 
occupied. The French Army’ ‘is in 
trenches two or three miles out. There 
is not and never has been. any military 
reason for the bombardment. A glance 
around the region from the southward 
heights shows that there can be. nothing 
aecidental about it. 

“Two justifications have been offered. 
On Sept. 2 Gen. von Billow, command- 


ing the Second Germany Army. in. its 


southward advance, sent forward two 
officers of the Imperial Guard, voh Ar- 
him and von Kummer, to treat for the 
surrender of the city. At the village of 
Neuvillette they were met and told that 
the Governor General was leavitig |! T® 
Rheims and it was. useless for them to 
go further. From this moment they in- 
explicably disappeared. On the morrow, 
as they had not returned, the Guard’s 
artillery, not knowing that some Saxon 
officers were-already in town to arrange 
for requisitions, bombarded it, and there 
are said ‘to. have been 200 killed and 
wounded. on this occasion. Gen, von 
Biilow then took hostages and imposed 
a large fine on the city. 

‘The second excuse is that the cathe- 
dral has been used as a military signal 
station or observation post.

Liege Is Grateful to Americans 
and Heads’ Are Bared to 
Our Flag.

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 6, (Dispatch to 
The London Merning Post.)—The situa- 
tion in Belgium is becoming worse. 
There is a general scarcity of food and 
coal, and the condition of affairs in the 
Louvain, Turnhout, and Liége districts 
is particularly bad. The German au- 
thorities in many towns and villages, in- 
cluding Antwerp, have prohibited the in- 


habitants from leaving, and the German 


rule is very severe. In some Villages 
they have taken away ‘many young Bel- 
gians, as they fear they will escape and 
join the Belgian Army: 

North of Turnhout four German sol- 
diers have deserted. At Antwerp the 
German Governor has issued a procla- 
mation in which he bans all photographs 
illustrating. the spoliation of places and 
prohibits the distribution of postcards 
and illustrated periodicals containing 
such. pictures under a penalty of 5,000 
marks or imprisonment not exceeding 
one year.

regulated according to reason. Of 
this. there is: doubt. -Rallway rates! 
wére originally, fixed in the same way 
that rates are now being fixed 
through the Government’s Panama 
Canal, that is according to. commer- 
cial, considerations. If business did 
not move the rates were wrong, and 
they .were readjusted. If it... wags 
thought that lower rates would: pro- 
duce more profits they. were lowered. 
If higher rates were needed for greater 
income. the rates were raised. If. the 
readjustments were disappointing they 
were readjusted. This method has its 
defects and inconveniences, as well as 
its merits.. One of them was the lowest 
rates and the highest wages and the 
best service in the world. The railways 
steadily grew, the community was 
constantly “better served, but there 
were complaints, and now we are try- 
ing regulation by theory instead. of 
practice. 

- There is a billion of invested dollars 
that are disappointing the expectation.

Just what did happen between Nov. 
20.and. 28, from the time the “ army 
of 
on Kutno and that of the first appear-- 
ance of rumors ang unofficial reports 
from the ‘Russian capital to the effect 
that. the Germans. had been trapped in 
@ position well to the south of . their 
natural route of march on Warsaw, will 
not positively be known until the cam- 
paign is over. All discussions bearing 
upon the causes of the rapid changes 
in the aspect of the different phases of 
battle in Poland, and also upon the de- 
velopment of the operations, therefore, 
are mainly a matter of -conjecture, but 
it ig establisHed beyond doubt that the 
suddenness with which entirely new sit- 
uations are created in Poland, is due to 
the fact that two of the most brilliant 
and daring leaders in the history of 
modern. warfare are engaged in the 
supreme struggle for the upper hand. 

A careful study of the somewhat mys- 
terious happenings since I have written 
last would justify the assumption of the 
following. theory : 

Unwilling to chance a decisive battle 
to the east of Kutno which, because of 
the unfortunate strategic’ position . of 
the Russians there, in case of defeat 
woyld have largely decided the cam- 
paign in Poland against them, Grand 
Duke Nicholas resorted to a daring 
move, He rapidiy withdrew his army 
from Kutno in a southeasterly direction 
to a line extending approximately from 
Lodz to Lowicz. The risk he was tak- 
ing is apparent. He had to expect that 
an enemy equally daring would push 
onward’ to the east and thrust: himself 
between tHe Russian right wing and 
Warsaw, the Russian base of opera- 
tions. The Grand Duke chanced that 
the German leaders would not take the 
risk. of advancing eastward with an 
undefeated hostile army on their flank 
not only threatening the latter, but 
also the road to Thorn in their rear, 
Thus he hoped to. be able to divert the 
German advance from Warsaw and 
force it to diverge to the south. Sub- 
sequent events. proved the correctness 
of his reasoning: ‘The Germans turned 
in their course and followed the Russian 
line of retreat. To protect their. ieft 
flank they advanced about two of their 
divisions to a’ point a'few miles north- 
west of Lowicz. 

Meanwhile the rear guard of the Rus- 
sian army operating against the Ger- 
man Warthe line near Czenstochowa, 
which at that time was advancing 
southwest of Pstrokow, had beén calied 
back on-the road to that city’and from 
there was quickly moved northwestward 
toward Tuszyn, there to co-operate 
with the left wing of the Russian army 
between Lodz and Lowicz. 

German Fiank .Movement, 


. When the German ‘advance guard from 
Kutno reached the Lodz-Lowicz line, it 
came’ upon the enemy. in a formidable 
position and in superior numbers. At 
once: the Germans assumed the offensive. 
After two days of despefate fighting,’ on 
Nov. 24, several divisions ‘on their left 
wing had succeeded in penetrating the 
Russian ine west of Lowicz, and such 
divisions as had been left to cover the 
German ~left flank, northwest. of the 
city, had begun ‘a flanking movement in 
@- southeasterly direction toward Boll- 
mow, ‘when:'an- entirely .new:- Russian 
army surprised’ them on’theit’ own flank. 
and in their rear. Strong Russian col- 
umns advanced from the-northeast. That 
two divisions only were retained forthe 
protection of the German left flank 
indicates clearly that only. small Russian 
forces, aside from the garrisons of War- 
saw, Novo Georgievsk, and Pultusk, had |’ 
been - reported in this region. The 
strength of the garrisons of these fort- 
resses, however, had apparently been 
underestimated. They’ must haye com- 
prised at least «100,000 men. - It appears 
that these garrison troops were hurriedly 
organized into about three army corps 
and thrown across the Vistula, west of 
Novo Georgievsk. The swiftness with 
which this manoeuvre was executed was 
possible only because .of the proficiency 
of the Russian leadership, and was most 
admirable. 

The plight in which the German left 
wing—in fact, the entire army of Thorn 
--found itself is apparent. Runiors of 
German’ divisions; and even entire army 
corps, having been cut‘ off undoubtedly 
referred to those divisions that had 
already penetrated the Russian line near 
Lowicz, and those that had started to 
outflank it to the east of that city. 
Quick action: was necessary to save the 
situation, The reserves of the entire 
army of Thorn changed front, and were 
hurried in a northéasteriy direction 
toward Glowno and Sobota to face. the 
hew .enemy.:,The endangered divisions 
near Lowicz.were-ordered to fight their 
Way back at all cost toward the west 
and northwest, and to protect the right 
flank of’ thé newly .formed northeast- 
erly battle front of the reserves east 
of Sobota against thé advance of the 
Russian right wing west of Lowicz. 

Greatly weakened through the neces- 
sity of their reserves having to race 
another enemy, the first line of the | 2 
army of Thorn, which had already be- 
gun its onslaught along the entire front 
from: Lodz to Lowicz, assumed the de- 
fensive in a determined endeavor to hold 
off the Russian. advance until the attack 
of the new Russian army from Novo | ¥ 
Georgievsk had been repulsed. All Rus- 
sian attacks east and northeast of Sobo- 
ta_were victoriously repulsed, arid grad- 
ually assuming @ general easterly front 
and retiring ‘on @ line extending fron 
a point southeast: of Kutno over Sobo- 
ta to Glowno, the entire right: wing of 
the army of Thorn;succeeded in extri-

Own rear and flanks were amply pro- 
tected through the German control of 
the Warthe line. The German move- 
ment from Weljun was checkéd, accord- 
‘ing to Russian reports, and’ though it 
May actually not have been carried as 
far as had been ‘intended, (its ultimate 
purpose having undoubtedly been a 
junction ‘with the army of Thorn,) it 
has unquestionably ‘had a greater influ- 
ence upon the Russian operations to the 
south of Lodz than the Russians are 
willing to admit. At’ any rate their ad- 
Vance on Lask has come to a standstill 
and the situation has been saved here 
as well'as on the northern wing. ' 

While writing, the report of the retire- 
ment of the Russian Gen. Rennenkampff, 
for failing to effect a timely junction 
with, the Russian Army that was to 
envelop the left German wing, - comes 
over the wire. If true, it indicates that 
the scope of the Russian offensive move- 
ment. from the northeast-was far greater 
than was generally supposed. Undoubt- 
edly Gen. Rennenkampff, who was in 
command of the army operating against 
East Prussia, was'to have sent at least 
two army .corps from the vicinity south- 
west of Johannisburg to.join the. ad- 
Vance over the Vistula to the west of 
Novo Georgievsk.. His belated arrival 
proved detrimental to. the Beaten 
strategy. 

The German: line from Kutno over 
Glowno to the southeast of Lodz ‘and 
the east of Sierads, and from there to 
Czenstochowa and Cratow, today pre- 
sents an unbroken front. Similar to the 
operations in France, those in Poland so 
far have come to a draw, But as I 
pointed out in my last article, a draw is 
not what the German Staff can afford to |; 
look for. With all the dash and go so 
characteristic of the -new German Field 
Marshal, a deadlock like in France need,

STUDENTS IN SEALED ROOM 


Were Not Uncomfortablé and Lost 
Neither Power Nor Inctination to 
Do Méntal or Physical Work. 


A year’s tests upon students at the 
College of the City of New York by 
ventilation experts in an experimental 
air chamber has produced a scientific 
indorsement of so-called ‘“‘ bad air.” 
Prof. C, ‘E. A,’ Winslow, Chairman of 
the Ventilation Commission, in a report 
covering the year’s work, says: 

“Stagnant air at the same tempera- |- 
ture as fresh air, even when it contains 
twenty or more parts of carbon dioxide 
and all the organic and other sub- 
stances In the breathed air of occupied 
rooms, has no effect on any of the 
physiological responses or on the power 
or inclination to do physical or mental 
work nor on. the sensations of comfort 
of the subjects breathing it."’ 

Fresh air enthusiasts find little to en- 
courage their theories in the report of 
the ventilation experts. According to 
the experts’ conclusions; the only ill 
effect of stagnant air is'a loss of appe- 
tite. 

Another intéresting conclusion reached 
by the experts was that electric fans 
had little or no effect upon -the_student 
subjects, even though the room. was 
hot. Five of these fans, running at full 
speed, were placed from two to four 
feet in front of each student, so that 
the current was. directed straight at 
him, The report says: 

** We expected that the cooling effect 
of these fans would be clearly manifest, 
but neither body temperature, pulse, or 
blood pressure seemed to be affected,”

the banking house of Lazard Freres and 
L, Vogelstein  & Co., metal merchants 


dealing with the effect of a moratorium 
on business transactions. The banking 
concern loaned to the Vogelstein Com- 
pany. $125,000 in bills of exchange on 
London. Payment was due ninety days 
after the date, of the loan, which was 
May 10 last. But it was provided that 


before the loan matured at the bankers’ 
rate of exchange. Collateral security 
was furnished. 

About a month later Vogelstein & Co. 
borrowed $50,000 more from the bankers 
under the same conditions. On Aug. 2 
the English Government declared the 
moratorium, which postponed the obli- 
gations for the payment.on certain 
transactions for one month. Three days 
before the bills matured the bankers de- 
manded from Vogelstein & Co. a suf- 
ficient payment to cover the bills of 
exchange at the rate that then prevailed. 
At first Vogelstein & Co. declined to 
pay on the ground that the moratorium 
had extended the time when the obliga- 
tion must be met. 

To avoid.a quarrel it was arranged 
that payment should be made and the 
matter then submitted to arbitration. 
Between the time when the payment 
was demanded and the time when it was 
submitted to Judge Cullen the rate of 
exchange on London had fallen
